St. 2. c. 6. by which theſe conſtables of hundreds 
and franchiſes were firſt ordained (though, according 
to others, the office of conſtable is of far greater 
antiquity. Freem, 348. Salk. 380. Cro Blix. 
370.) among other things appoints, that for

Perry corflas - And according to the fs author, petty conſta- 
bles bles in towns and pariſhes were deviſed about the 
beginning of the reign of king Edward the third, 
in aid of the high conſtables in hundreds and fran- 
Chiſes, to keep the peace within the precincts of 
their reſpective towns and pariſhes. 
Hee dbo- But the offices of headborongh, boroughead, 
ro:ghs, ce. borſholder, tithingman and chief pledge, which are 
all one in effect, date their antiquity from the reign 
of king Alfred. 

That monarch divided all England into ſhires, 
the ſhires into laths, the laths into hundreds, and 
the burdreds into tithings ; and for the bettet pre- 
ſerving the peace, ard ſoppreſſing thieves and rob- 
bers, he ordained that the people ſhould divide 

themtelves into companies, each cenſiſting of ten 
families, who ſhould be ſureties and pledges for 
each other; ſo that if any offence againſt the peace 
was done by any one of that company, the reſt 
ſhould be amerced; unleſs they produced him. 

In ſome places theſe companies were called ti. 

things, becauſe they contained the number of ten 
families; in other places they were called boroes, 
from the word borhes, which fignifies pledges or 
ſureties, and becauſe i was then ordained that for 
matters of great weight ten of theſe companies 
mould meet together at certain tiines, ſuch meet- 
zag or aſſembly was called a hundred, as cooklling 
of ten times ten families. 
Every one of theſe companies, tithings or bo- 
roes uſed to chuſe one man amongſt themſelves, to 
ſpeak and act in the. name of the reſt ; this perſon 
m ſome places was called the tithing- man, as wa 
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the principal man of the tithing; in other places 
he was called the headborough or boroughead, 
and in other places the chief pledge, and in ſome 
other places he was called the borſnolder or bo- 
roes-ealder from borhes, which ſignifies ptedges, 
and ealder, which ſignifies head or chief. In ſoine 
ſhire, where every third borough hath a conſta- 
ble, the officers of the other two are called third- 
boroughs. ; 

If any man was found, who had no ſureties, he 
was put into priſon, until he could obtain ſome 
titking or boroe to receive him; and in theſe 
tithings .or boroes, ſeveral good orders were ob- 
ſerved, and s mongſt others, firſt, that every man 
of the age of 12 years ſhould be ſworn to the 
king; ſecondly, that no man ſhould be ſoffered 19 


| dwell in any town or place, unlef; he was received 


into ſome ſurety or pledge; thirdly that if any 
of theſe pledges were impriſoned for his offence, he 
ought not to be delivered without the aſſent of the 
reſt of the pledges; fourthly, that no man ſhou!d 
remove out of one tithing or boroe to dwell in 
another, without lawful warrant in that behelf.

IT of conflables, it may be ſaid, Caput inter 
nubila condit ; for the authority was ground- 
ed upon the ancient laws and cuſtoms of this king- 
dom, practiſed long before. the conqueſt, and in- 
tended and inſtituted for the conſervation of the 
peace, and repreſſing of all manner of diſturban- 
ces and hurt of the people, and that as well by 
way of prevention, as puniſhment; but yet ſo as 
they had no judicial power to hear and determine 
any cauſe, but only a miniſterial power; (as in the 
anſwer to the 7th article more at large is ſet 
down.) | | 
As for the office of the high conſtable, the origi» . 
val of that is yet more obſcure; for though the

more ample circuit, he being over the hundred, 
and the petty conſtable over tne vill; yet I do not 
find the petty conſtable is ſubo: dinate to the bigh 
conſtable, to be ordered by him.

or elſe annexed by divers ſtatutes: And as for ſub- 
ordinate power, wherein the conſtable is only
